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THE OUTBREAK IN INDIA. 


The revolt of the Hill tribes of India against British 
rule is variously ascribed to the influence of the Calcut- 
ta riots, the encouragement of the Ameer Abdur Rhaman 
of Afghanistan, and to the success of the Turks in Thes- 
saly. No doubt all of these causes have had their in- 
fluence, following each other in historical order and be- 
ing associated together as part of a revival of Moham- 
medan fanaticism, to which the divisions of the Chris- 
tian nations have offered so much encouragement. The 
immediate outbreak in the Swat Valley is accounted 
for by the tribal antipathy to the occupation by the 
British forces of what the natives believe to be sacred 
soil. This outbreak has been encouraged by the efforts 
of Najam-ud-Din, known as the Mad Mullah. This wild 
fakir is reported to have found stanch allies among the 
women, and it was as much the taunts of the women as 
the ravings of the fakir that drove the men to the at- 
tack of the Malakand and Chakdara. 

Najam-ud-Din was ten years ago imprisoned by the 
Ameer, who distrusted him, in spite of the fact that he 
had offered his services to the Ameer. Since his release 
Najam-ud-Din has devoted himself to political agitation, 
hostile to both the Ameer and the British, and has dis- 
played so much fanaticism and fury as to win for him- 
self his popular title. He encouraged the Shinwari re- 
volt against the Ameer, and was chosen by the rebels to 
be their Bad-shah, or King; an honor which he prudently 
declined. He fomented the disturbances in Chitral, which 
led to the British occupation of that country a couple of 
years ago. Beaten in his plans there he returned to his 
old friends, the Mohmunds, and roused them to begin 
the present insurrection. The Moulvies or Mullahs are 
men who can read and write, have studied the Koran 
and belong to the Ulema—or “learned ones’’—and de- 
vote their lives to religious and socially benevolent work. 
They are bigoted and fanatical and disposed to strife, As 
a chief among them the Mad Mullah has great influence. 
The Mobmunds occupy the rugged hill region just north 
of the Khyber Pass, and between it and Bajaur, which 
in turn lies just south of Swat. Immediately west of the 
Mohmunds are the Shinwaris, who occupy the country 
all the way on to Jellalabad. 
great road from Peshawur to Jellalabad and Cabul. 
South of that road, between the Khyber Pass and Jella- 
labad are the Afridis, and west of them are the Ghilzais. 
Among all these the Mad Mullah wields enormous in- 
fluence. 

The Khyber Pass is a part of the country oc- 
cupied by the Afridis, a powerful Afghan tribe, number- 
ing at least 23,000 fighting men. Their friendship has 
been purchased by the English at the expense of a lac 
of rupees a year ($50,000). They are a fine athletic race 
of highlanders, lean but muscular, and with a springy 
step which marks their mountain origin. They gener- 
ally wear a coarse home-manufactured cotton shirt of 
blue, loose trousers closing in tight at the ankles, neat 
sandals of straw, and a scanty turtan placed jauntily 
on the head, and carry a huge Khybery knife, a brace of 
pistols with old flint locks, a powder horn, a cartridge 
case, a flint and steel, a long matchlock, a bottle of wa- 
ter, and a snuff box. They are, like all Afghans, of the 
Mahomedan religion of the Sunni sect, with the excep- 
tion of a small section who are Shia Moslems. 


They are ruthless robbers and treacherous mur- 
derers, trained in crime from infancy. Expert- 
ness in thieving is the sole characteristic which 


leads to distinction among them, and is a virtue which 
maidens seek in their future husbands, and which moth- 
ers fondly look for in their new-born babes. Brought 
up from his earliest childhood amid scenes of treachery 
and revenge, the Afridi resists all attempts to civilize 
him, and it is remarkable that even years of service in 
an Indian regiment work little or no change in his moral 
being. Most probably he closes his military career by 
suddenly disappearing with his Enfield rifle, and when 
the deserter is safely lodged in his native village he will 
have the impertinence to send his compliments to his 
commanding officer. 

The Khyber Pass, the northwestern gateway of Brit- 
ish India, and one of the four chief passes which unite 
British possessions with Afghanistan, is the narrow 
winding defile, wending between cliffs of shale and lime- 
stone rock 600 to 1,000 feet high, which runs through 
the Khyber Range, the northernmost spurs of the Safed 
Koh Mountains, between Peshawar and Jellalabad. Its 
highest point, Landi Kotal, is 3,373 feet above the sea 
on the ridge connecting the Khyber with the Safed Koh 
range, and forming the watershed of two small streams, 
the one flowing northwest to Jellalabad and the Kabul 
River, the other south-southeast toward Jamrwo, the 
last British outpost ten and a half miles from Peshawar. 
The pass lies along the beds of these torrents, and, es- 
pecially in July and August, is subject to sudden floods. 
The gradient is generally easy, except at the Land Kha- 
na Pass, but it is covered with loose stones, which be- 
come larger as the head of the stream is reached. To 
the north of the defile lies the Khyber range, to the south 
the Bara Spur of the Safed Koh divides it from the 
Bara Valley, the river of Peshawar. The mountains 
which shut it in vary in height from 6,000 to 7,000 feet. 
Here and there on the vast promontories of rock which 
run out into the defile rise Buddhist Dagobas, monu- 
ments of the time a century after Alexander the Great. 
when the “great doctrine’ of Sakya Muni _ reigned 
throughout Northern India. Here and there “written 
stones” bearing Grreco-Bactriom inscriptions are to be 
seen in the mountains, while dolmens of unknown origin 
disposed in rings reembling the stone circles of Stone- 
henge rise at the entrance of tributary gorges. 

The whole length of teh pass from Jamrud to Dhaka is 
33 miles, From Jellaiabad a road runs up the valley of the

Kounar River to Kafiristan which affords an easy com- 
munication through Chitral with the Russian frontier on 
the Oxus. The Khyber can be turned by the Tatara 
road, which goes to the north of the range from Jamrud 
to Dhaka. In time of peace the traffic in the Khyber is 
secured by the tribute paid to the Afridis, who undertake 
to keep the pass open on Tuesdays and Fridays, abstain- 
ing from robbery on those days, and it has thus become 
the main road for communiation between India and Af- 
ghanistan. 

The crown of the pass at Landi Kotal is strongly for- 
tified. There is also a fort just beyond Jamrud, at the 
entrance to the pass, and there are strong works at Ali 
Musjid, heretofore held by a detachment of Khyber rifles, 
levied from among the Afridis. The ascent over the Lan- 
di Khana Pass is narrow, rugged, steep, and generally 
the most difficult point of the whole road. Guns could 
not be drawn here except by men; the descent is over a 
well-made road and not so difficult. Just beyond Ali 
Musjid the road passes over a head of projecting and 
slippery rock, which makes this portion extremely difli- 
cult for laden animals. The hills here are perpendicu- 
lar and inaccessible. 

The relations of the English troops in India to the 
hill tribes has for many years been very similar to our 
own relations to the Indians during the days of our fron- 
tier wars. There is more or less fighting all the time and 
the present outbreak is only peculiar because of its ex- 
tent. War with these wild natives is very similar also 
to our Indian fighting. As Kipling sings: 

When you’re wounded and lie on Afghanistan’s plains, 
And the women come out to cut up your remains, 
Just roll to your rifle and blow out your brains, 
And go to your God like a soldier. 

General Roberts estimates the fighting force of Moh- 
mands as 17,000 to 18,000 men. The total population 
of the Swatis is about 96,000, and their competent fight- 
ing strength may be put down as about equal to that of 
the Mohmands. The Bonerwals, who come next, have 
only about 8,000 fighting men, but the Waziris are the 
40,000 fighting 
men. Their territory, however, is a long way from the 
frontier, and is separated by the country occupied by the 
Afridis. The Waziris were responsible for the attack in 
the Tochi Pass, and their country extends from Thae. 
near Kohat, to the Samul Pass, which is in immediate 
advance of Dara Ishmil Khan, and lies some 200 miles 
to the south of Peshawur. Waring against these fron- 
tiersmen is not only difficult but expensive. The late 
Chitral campaign is estimated to have cost a lac of 
rupees for every day the troops were across the frontier. 

None of the English authorities appear to anticipate any 
difficulty with their Indian troops, such as oceurred dur- 
ing the great mutiny. The Anglo-Indian army has been 
thoroughly reorganized since 1857. The number of Brit- 
ish troops is much larger, and the number of native 
troops much smaller. Again, while in 1857 the great 
majority of the native soldiers were Mohammedans, now 
a large proportion of them are drawn from the Sikhs, 
the Gurkhas and from the non-Mohammedan natives of 
Rajahputana. Still another precaution has been taken: 
the artillery, more than two hundred batteries of which 
were manned in 1857 by Mohammedans, is now concen- 
trated almost wholly in the hands of British soldiers. 
The Sikhs are incensed against the rebels because they 
despoiled a Sikh temple at Shabkadar, in which were a 
number of copies of the Sikh scriptures, or the Granth 
Sahib, as the book is called. The Mohmands, when they 
came down, collected all these books and burnt them. 
The burning of these books has been made known 
throughout the province, and among Sikhs, especially 
Sikh soldiers on the frontier, the feeling is extremely 
bitter. 

To keep the revolting tribes in subjection it is proposed 
that they should give hostages for their good behavior, 
taking from each tribe a certain number of Maliks and 
Mullahs. 'The Maliks will represent the secular, the Mul- 
lahs the religious department, or interests. It is proposed 
that these hostages should be deported to Lahore, Luck- 
how or elswhere as may be convenient, a fixed sum 
for their maintenance paid annually by their tribe or 
village, and proclamations be widely circulated making 
it known to all members of the tribes and villages that 
on the first shot they fire, the first attempt at a raid or 
attack of any sort, the hostages (Malik and Mullah) of 
the offending tribe or village will swing out at once from 
the gallows. 

Those who are fond of coincidences are calling atten 
tion to the fact that the coronation celebration in 1877 
was followed by panic in India, just as the celebration of 
this year has been. On the 15th of August, 1897, the 
Indian government raised a loan, and on the 14th of 
August, twenty years ago, an Indian loan was set on 
foot. In August, 1877, news came of serious disturb- 
ances on the frontiers; the tribesmen were up; the Afridis 
were raiding British camps, and expeditions were sent 
out, even as England sent them in August, 1897. 

The British forces on the frontier and in the garrisons 
are estimated at a total of 59,000 men, with ninety guns, 
including the Maxims which have been found very effect- 
ive thus far. The Lahore “Civil and Military Gazette” 
calls attention to the fact that the advantages of cavalry, 
when used against these tribes, has been very brilliantly 
illustrated and exemplified in the actions of the 11th 
Bengal Lancers and Guides Cavalry at Chakdara, and 
that of the 13th Bengal Lancers at Shabkadar. In the 
former instance they would appear to have completely 
outstripped the relieving infantry, and not only drawn 
off the attack in force then taking place on- Chakdara, 
but to have morally crushed the courage of the foe, and 
taking full advantage of his flight, succeeded in leaving 
nearly as many of his number on the field, the fruit of 
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their prowess, as fell during the prolonged assaults on the 
Malakand. In the latter case the two squadrons of the 
13th Bengal Lancers achieved a success of which they 
may well be proud. When the tribesmen swarmed dow, 
from their extended position some 5,000 or 6,000 strong 
to envelope the few companies of infantry opposed ty 
them, the two squadrons came round on the flank of the 
Mohmands and swept them from end to end, turning 
their advance into a flight, relieving all pressure wpoy 
the infantry and guns, and leaving a very creditable tale 
of fallen foemen in their track. 
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Tt is fortunate for the Navy, and fortunate for the 
country, that a man with the professional knowledg, 
and experience of Capt. Mahan should have obtained 
popular reputation which secures attention for whateye; 
he may write. Capt. Mahan is making good use of his 
opportunities and we had this month an article from 
his pen in ‘the “Harper’s Monthly” on “The Strategi 
Features of the Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean Sea.” 
It is accompanied by a map, showing the different lines 
of travel centering on the Isthmus in their relations to 4 
ship canal across that narrow neck of land, dividing the 
waters of the Atlantic from those of ‘the Pacific. (Oy 
these three out of four pass close to, and are controlled 
by, “the islands of Cuba and Jamaica, viz., from the 
Mississippi to the Isthmus by the Yucatan Channel, fron 
the Mississippi to the Atlantic coast of America by thy 
Strait of Florida, and from the Isthmus to the Atlantic 
coast by the Windward Passage. The fourth route. 
which represents those from the Isthmus to Burope. 
passes nearer ‘to Jamaica than to Cuba; but those two 
islands exercise over it more control than does any other 
one of the archipelago, for the reason that any other 
can be avoided more easily and by a wider interval than 
either Jamaica or Cuba. Regarded as positions, there 
fore, these two islands are the real rivals for control of 
the ‘Caribbean and of the Gulf of Mexico; and it may 
be added that the strategic center of interest for both 
Gulf and Caribbean is to be found in the Windward 
Passage, because it furnishes the ultimate test of the 
relative power of the two islands to control the Cari 
bean.” As between these two islands the advantages o/ 
situation, strength and resources are greatly and de 
cisively in favor of Cuba. The prospect that we may 
control Cuba is not a remote one and concerning Jamaica 
Capt. Mahan says: “In the war of 1778, the tenure, no! 
of the Windward Passage merely, but of Jamaica itself, 
was looked upon by a large party in Great Britain «s 
nearly hopeless; and it is true that only a happy coneu: 
rence of blundering and bad luck on the part of its fovs 
then saved the island. Odds that have happened once 
may conceivably happen again.

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TO SUPPLY THR KLONDIKE. 

\ “Times” dispatch from Washington says: Secretary 
Alger is now engaged in an attempt to solve the question 
ef how to get supplies into the Klondike gold regions 
and thereby prevent the threatened starvation of many 
miners. The great Yukon River, which has formed the 
main reliance of the miners as a means of getting their 
supplies up to Dawson is without doubt already closed 
to navigation by boats, and the mountain passes by way 
of Chilkoot are almost impassable. 

It is believed by the Secretary that by means of a 
novel character transportation for supplies into the gold 
country may be provided. He has opened a correspond- 
ence indirectly with a Chicago inventor, who makes a 
locomotive sled, designed originally for use in logging 
camps, but which it is hoped may be readily adapted to 
the navigation of the Yukon when it is frozen thickly. 
With a few of these machines placed on the river it is 
hoped that a sufficient supply of food and other neces- 
sary stores may be carried up the Yukon. When en- 
gaged in lumbering in the Northwest he tried the en zine 
practically, and found that it was capable of pulling 
many tons of logs on sleds at a good speed, even as ao 
as twelve miles an hour. The engine is boxed in like ¢ 
freight car, and the engineer and fireman thereby at 
octal from the rigors of the winter. . 

Sept. 18 Secretary Alger telegraphed to Mr. Weare, 

president of the Alaskan Transportation Company, at 
Chicago, to see the inventor of this apparatus and then 
io come to Washington to talk over the possibilities of 
the scheme with him. Mr. Weare will do so. A tele- 
vram was also sent to Joseph Ladue, the founder of 
Dawson City, inviting him to come here to consult with 
Secretary Alger on this subject and give him the benefit 
of his practical knowledge of the Yukon region and tell 
how the engines may be supplied with fuel on the run 
up the river. 


TROOPS FOR ALASKA. 

Having reached the conclusion to establish a military 
post in Alaska, the War Department has made a wise 
selection of a commanding officer in Lieut. Col. George 
M. Randall, of the Sth Infantry. He is an officer of fine 
ibility, large experience and excellent judgment. He 
commenced his military career in April, 1861, as a_pri- 
vate of Pennsylvania Volunteers, served through the 
Civil War, rising to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 
cntered the regular Army as a 2d Lieutenant and once 
more attained the rank of Lieutenant Colonel after a 
<ervice of thirteen years. Col. Randall has selected Ist 
Lient. E. S. Walker and 2d Lieut. Edwin Bell, both of 
the Sth Infantry, to accompany him to Alaska. In addi- 
tion twenty-five men of the Sth Infantry comprise the 
enlisted foree. Capt. G. L. Edie, Asst. Surgeon and a 
Hospital Detachment are with the command. Lieut. 
Col. Randall left Fort Douglas on Monday last for 
Seattle, and upon arrival at that point started immedi- 
ately for Alaska. A large quantity of Quartermaster’s 
and medical supplies have been shipped to Seattle from 
San Francisco and Lieut. Col. J. Gilliss, on duty in the 
(;uartermaster’s Department at Washington said the 
transportation of supplies was the quickest on record. 
Lieut. Col. Randall's instructions contemplate the pres- 
ervation of order and relieving distress among the people 
at St. Michael’s. In addition he has been instructed to 
co-operate with the superintendent of the Reindeer sta- 
tion, near St. Michael's, in regard to the transfer of sup- 
plies to the Klondike by means of reindeer should in- 
formation be received by him indicating distress among 
the miners in that region. The conclusion to send troops 
to Alaska was reached at a cabinet meeting on Friday of 
last week and an hour after we had gone to press. The 
party left Seattle for St. Michaels, Sept. 24

The Surgeon General's Office of the War Department 
has announced that it will receive the examination pa- 
pers of candidates for the grade of acting hospital stew- 
ard up to Nov. 1.

The Navy Department this week awarded contracts 
for more than 12,000 shells of 13, 6, 5 and 4-inch calibres, 
the contracts being apportioned among the Carpenter 
Steel Co.. Midvale Steel Co., and the Wheeler-Sterling 
Steel Co. All the projectiles are to be armor piercers 
and the lot consists of 600 13-inch, 2,000 6-inch, 4,200 
5-inch, and 6,000 4-inch shells. These contracts are to 
be supplemented within a week by others calling for at 
least half that number again of projectiles of other 
calibres, and during October large contracts will be given 
for the manufacture of powder. 


The London correspondent of the New York “Times” 
says that in an examination held quite recently of a bat- 
talion of the British Army told off for India, it has been 
found that no less than 470 men out of a total of 800 
were paveiealty unfit for service in the East. The ranks, 
says he, are being filled with undergrown lads and nar- 
row-chested weaklings ‘whom the Recruiting Sergeant of 
ten years ago would have scornfully dismissed to the 
tailors’ shops. Indeed, were it not for the drafts from 
Ireland and Scotland, England would be in a bad way. 
This has been recognized by the alarmed authorities, and 
it is now an open secret that the war office is looking 
longingly toward some form of conscription as the only 
measure which will fill the ranks of the diminishing Brit- 
ish Army.

The report that work is being pushed with unusual 
vigor on all the coast defences and at the navy yards has 
xiven rise to a rumor that the Government is preparing 
for war, presumably with Spain. There is great activity 
at League Island, where hundreds of men are at work, 
mostly in the Ordnance Department. One of the con- 
tractors said to a representative of the “Army and Navy 
Journal” this week: “I don’t know whether these prepa- 
rations mean war or not, and I don’t care much. If 
there should be real danger of war it might stir the Gov- 
ernment up to the point of putting our defences in proper 
condition. As a matter of fact. we have guns enough 
now. What is needed most is plenty of men capable of 
handling the ane. The modern gun is a fine piece of 
mechanism that can easily be ruined by ignorance or 
carelessness in monigubetion. The only way we could 
man the coast batteries would be by taking the crews 
from the cruisers, which, of course, would disable them. 
The Navy needs trained gunners, ammunition and tor- 
pedo boats more than it needs anything else, with the 
possible exception of dry docks capable of holding our 
battleships. We are like a man who bought a house full 
of furniture before he procured a house in which to 
put it.

“Suggestions for the Development of the Arts and 
Sciences” is the title of a thoughtful and able paper con- 
tributed by Maj. W. R. Livermore, C. E., U. A., to 
the “Proceedings of the American Academy of Avis and 
Sciences,” and reprinted from that publication in pam- 
phlet form. Maj. Livermore does not accept the conclu- 
sions of those who hold that we are rapidly approaching 
a limit to the development of the arts and sciences. He 
thinks, on the contrary, that there are strong reasons 
to believe that they will make far greater progress in the 
immediate future than ever in the past. and urges the 
universal adoption of the synoptic or cartographic meth- 
od for teaching all sciences, including the science and 
art of war. In his opinion the numerical value of the 
influences that offset a battle or campaign can thus be 
determined. But the difficulty in actual battle is to ob- 
tain the factors which are essential to a proper applica- 
tion of these theoretical formulas.

U. S. N., arrived at Sydney, 
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CRUISING IN ALASKAN WATDERS. 
St. Michael’s, Alaska, Aug. 29, 1897. 

The Bear has just arrived here from her cruise to 
the Arctic and Pt. Barrow. She has on board Capt. and 
Mrs. J. Whitesides, and 4 of the crew of the whaling 
steamer Navarch, abandoned in the ice pack about 25 
miles north of Pt. Barrow, en the 14th of August. The 
Bear first encountered the ice pack this season at Icy 
Cape, about 150 miles south of Pt. Barrow, on Aug. 3, 
and escorted the whaling fleet, excepting the Navarch, 
thence to the village at Cape Smyth, a few miles south 
of Pt. Barrow, reaching here on the morning of Aug. 8. 
Mail was delivered, a census taken of the natives in the 
village, and a return start made that afternoon. Re- 
turning, the Bear stood well off shore along the edge 
of the ice pack, and kept a sharp lookout for the missing 
whaler Navarch. Finally the latter was sighted early 
on the morning of the 9th inst., about 15 miles off shore 
and jammed about 7 miles within the pack, and drifting 
slowly northward with it, there being a northerly current 
here at this season of % to 2 knots per hour. It was 
afterward learned that the Navarch had made fast to 
ground ice near the edge of the pack on July 29, off Icy 
Cape, and accidentally got caught between large floes, 
and finally jammed in the pack, being unable to free 
herself by steaming when several attempts were made. 
The Bear tried a number of times to reach or get near 
her through open “leads” in the drift ice along the edge 
of the pack; sent out an expedition on the 11th inst., 
with a native skin boat and sled, in charge of experi- 
enced ice travelers from Pt. Barrow; but all without 
suecess. The only known survivors (as yet) left the shi 
on Aug. 16 with a small canvas dingy and just mathe 4 
provisions to Jast the party, consisting of 8 persons, about 
7 days, and were picked up, after 60 hours on the rough 
ice without rest or sleep, 3 days later by the Bear from 
a small sand spit near Cooper’s Island, about 20 miles 
east of Pt. Barrow. Captain Whitesides reported that a 
party of 29 of his officers and crew had left the vessel 
two days previous to his departure, and so far have not 
been heard from. Nine others, who refused to come 
with him, were left on the ship, which was rapidly drift- 
ing to the northward with a strong current. After pick- 
ing up these the Bear cruised to the eastward for two 
days, but without finding any traces of the remainder of 
the Navarch’s crew. ‘inally word was sent to the 
whaling steamers cruising farther eastward by the whal- 
ing schooner Rosario, and, further search being given 
up as almost useless, the Bear turned southward from 
Pt. Barrow on the morning of Aug. 20. 

This has been a “record-breaking” cruise for the 
Bear in many respects. While in search of the Na- 
varch on the evening of Aug. 8, two polar bears were 
sighted on the ice pack near the snip. The vessel was 
stopped and rifles gotten out. Both bears were wounded 
from the deck of the vessel, and afterward killed from 
small boats by Lieut. Camden and Dr. Call. A few 
days earlier, off Blossom Shoals, Captain Tuttle had 
killed a very large walrus (the largest seen during the 
season) at the first shot, from the deck of the ship. Then, 
while searching for the Navarch’s survivors the Bear 
reached her “farthest north” on this coast—about 71° 
30’, or about 10 miles due north of Pt. Barrow. She 
also cruised to the eastward of Pt. Barrow about 115 
miles, as far as Ca Halkett. And last, but by no 
mens least, five birthday anniversaries were memorial- 
ized in the ward room during the month of August, all 
memorable events unprecedented by the Bear in the 
history of her service on this coast. 

At this writing the Bear (by request of the trans- 
portation companies here), is remaining at St. Michael’s 
for a few days, in order to maintain law and order and 
prevent any outbreak among the 300 would-be miners 
camped on the beach, awaiting an opportunity to go up 
the Yukon. The gold excitement is very high; several 
vessels are in port, and more are expected soon.

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EDUCATION BY ORDER. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal.” 

With all due respect for the laudable desire of our mil- 
itary authorities to educate the officers of the line of the 
Army, it seems to me that G. O. 51, c. s., A. G. O., is 
rather burdensome upon the line of the Army. It is 
very questionable, too, if the results obtained will be 
commensurate with the effort made. This order states 
in its first paragraph: * * * * “With a view to prog- 
ress in military affairs, at every post garrisoned by the 
line of the Army, an officers’ lyceum will be main- 
tained, © & 8 9” 

This same paragraph says: “* * * All officers of 
the line of the Army of the command, not prevented by 
other duty, sickness or leave of absence, will be present.” 
Paragraph 6 of this order provides a way in which 
field officers and captains over fifty years old may 
be excused from preparing essays, yet this way of get- 
ting excused is one which an officer would hardly like to 
follow. It seems from the tenor of this order that the 
officers of the line of the Army must be educated till 
they die, while a staff appointment, however young the 
appointee may be, seems to carry all the education nec- 
essary. Certainly there must be some line officer whose 
store of knowledge is as great as that of the junior staff 
officer of the Army. Why make the life of a line offi- 
cer that of a school boy during his whole career, and ex- 
cuse the staff officer from this “progressing in military 
knowledge,” even though the staff officer may have ob- 
tained his appointment solely through political influence, 
something not entirely unknown in our service? 

All the orders that can be printed cannot make men of 
mature years acquire knowledge unless they desire to do 
so, and if they so desire they will acquire knowledge 
without being treated as school children. Of course by 
an order line officers can be assembled for a certain 
number of times each year and the assemblage can be 
called a lyceum—that is about all that can be done “by 
order,” he order referred to is certainly simply a bur- 
den to officers of the line and simply worries them. It 
seems that in these days the line of the Army exists pure- 
ly and simply as a plaything for the staff. The staff 
evolves magnificent schemes and gets out long orders, but 
the burden, the worry, the disagreeableness of them is 
always borne by the line. The staff never has an oppor- 
tunity of knowing from personal experience the working 
of its magnificent schemes, and nine times out of ten the 
dictum of some bureau officer in Washington will over- 
rule the opinion of some very sensible officer who is upon 
the ground and who certainly must know more about a 
given set of circumstances than some one a thousand 
miles away. 

This is not a protest against the improvement of the 
military know e of the line of the Army, for that is 
certainly desired always. This is a protest only against 
the burdensome way of arriving at the e and

against so much education for the line and none for the 
staff. There is only one way in which officers who will 
not of their own accord keep abreast of times can 
be made to do so practically and efficiently, and that is 
by examination for promotion. This examination must 
mean something, however, and officers must understand 
that if they fail to pass a reasonable examination for 
romotioh to the next niguer grade, then so surely as day- 
ight follows darkness they will not be promoted. Such 
is not the case under the present system of examinations 
and every one knows it, too. LINE.

A HINT FOR THD EDITOR OF THE NAVY WAR 
RECORDS. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal.” 

The best interests of the U. S. Navy are so heartily 
supported in your journal, that it is to be hoped you can 
do something towards bringing about a reform in the 
matter of the illustrations appearing in the “Official Rec- 
ords of the Union and Confederate Navies in the War of 
the Rebellion,” now issuing from the U. 8S. Navy Depart- 
ment. With a few exceptions, these pictures of ships are 
so crude and inartistic as to be a matter of much mortiti- 
cation to those who feel proud of the achievements of 
vur Navy, and who remember with pleasure the beauti- 
ful vessels in which the brilliant deeds were accom- 
plished. 1t is much to be regretted that such clumsy car- 
icatures of them are to be officially presented to the 
world, for the jealous foreign critics to sneer at. Our 
illustrated periodicals and even the daily papers print 
more artistic and accurate pictures of vessels than those 
which are appearing with official sanction. There is no 
lack of artistic skill and taste among the officers of the 
Navy, and it seems a strange thing that such lubberly 
and inaccurate pictures of beautiful vessels of war were 
ever permitted to issue from the Navy Department. 

To make my meaning plain, your attention is asked to 
the picture of the U. 8. sloop of war Macedonian, Vol. 
4, page 14, wherein the fore and main shrouds are rep- 
resented as being over and forward of the fore sail and 
main sail—an inaccuracy so absurd that even the ordi- 
nary school boy would know better. 

ln the same volume, at page 398, is a picture of the 
Constitution which could not be recognized, if the name 
was not under it. The cutwater is defective in outline 
and detail, as well as other portions of the vessel. A 
much better picture of her is found in the American En- 
cyclopedia, Vol. 12, page 188, and there are many good 
photographs of her. 7 : 

At page 1 the Brooklyn is shown as having an ensign 
and pennant that are very inaccurate, to say the least. 

At page 274 the Merrimac is made to have tops that 
are shown at an angle instead of being horizontal, and 
the cutwater is defective in outline and detail. 

At page 718 the Pocahontas is shown with a cutwater 
that is inaccurate in outline and detail. 

In Vol. 3, page 749, the Shenandoah has conspicuous 
defects of omission and commission in the running and 
standing rigging, and so on through all the five vol- 
umes, 

If you can do anything to cause an improvement in the 
character of the pictures that are to appear in the rest 
of the series of volumes, you will be sure of the thanks 
of many of the men who served in the old Navy.

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NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Sept. 21, 1897. 

The Naval Academy reopens its academic course for 
its fifty-third year on Friday, Oct. 1. The indications 
are pronounced of this event—the cadets are dropping in 
occasionally from leave, the band has begun its daily 
concerts, and the summer improvements are nearing com- 
pletion. The practical exercises of the institution will 
begin with the mental and, in one particular, will be ad- 
vanced. This is in practical seamanship on the Monon- 
gahela. This will commence with the opening of the 
Academy in order to allow the ship to go to Norfolk 
for repairs. The story of the leakage developed in this 
ship has hardly been realized by the public, and yet, it 
it is a fact apparent, had the good old ship Monongahela 
encountered, in its recent cruise, a great sere, there 
would probably have been none left to tell the tale. The 
ship fortunately began its most serious filling in the 
Chesapeake, and, in spite of wg gained, on the last 
Sunday of the cruise, an inch a hour. The ship rat 
into Annapolis for safety. The report of Seaman Will- 
iam T. Robinson, who made the survey of the Mononga- 
hela, is that the leak is beneath the sheathing and is 
supposed to have originated from heat engendered by 
the steam engines of the ship before she was reduced to 
a sailing vessel causing a vapor when in contact with 
the wet sheathing from the sea and that this caused 
the bottom to decay. This neglect to make the necessary 
repairs to render the ship seaworthy is emphasized by 
the fact that this is not the first time that the naval ca- 
dets have been sent on their summer cruise in a apage - 
ous ship. The old Constellation, with them aboard, in a 
storm started to give way at the bow, and the officers 
went below in a hurry and with some alarm to view the 
beginning of the end. Fortunately the storm was not 
successful in its well intended and highly promising at- 
tempt to wreck this historic vessel.

NEW RECRUITING ORDER. 

Acting Secretary of War Meiklejohn, on Thursday, ap- 
proved the following circular letter to recruiting officers and 
regimental commanders, the provisions of which will go into 
effect Oct. 1: 

“1. Paragraph 1. Circular Letter, July 30, 1896, from this 
office, is rescinded. 

“2. Recruiting at all stations will still be limited, until 
further orders, to the enlistment of exceptionally desirable 
recruits and former soldiers with good characters, who ful- 
fill all requirements. Other restrictions heretofore govern- 
ing enlistments of white recruits at city stations are with- 
drawn. 

“3. Until further orders, original enlistments of colored 
recruits will not be made at city stations, except to fill 
actual vacancies in regiments as hereinafter provided, or by 
special authority from the Adjutant General of the Army, 
to whom exceptionally desirable a maa of this class may 
be reported, with a view to obtaining authority for their 
enlistment if needed. 

“4. All officers of general recruiting details at city sta- 
tions will make enlistments for their own regiments from 
time to time to fill actual vacancies therein, of which they 
may be notified by the regimental commanders. Soldiers 
thus enlisted will be forwarded with the least practicable 
delay in detachments of four or less to posts indicated by 
the respective regimental commanders. Such enlistments 
will be governed by the provisions of Circular No. 3, A. G. 
0., Nov. 12, 1895, paragraphs 1, 3, 4a, 5 and 6. This para- 
graph will take effect Oct. 1, 1897. 

“>. Paragraph 4 is designed to afford an opportunity to 
commanding officers of regiments represented on the gen- 
eral recruiting detail to cause vacancies in their regiments 
to be filled as soon as practicable after they occur, and also 
to secure through the efforts of their own officers a desir- 
able class of men, including those suitable for non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, clerks, mechanics, etc., when 
needed. Accordingly, such regimental commanders will keep 
the officer authorized to recruit for his regiment constant] 
advised of the nuyaber of vacancies at each post of the — d 
ment, indicating what porte of these it is desired the re- 
cruiting officer shall fil) and designating any recruits of a 
special class that may be required. Regimental command- 
ers will communicate with the recruiting officer at least 
twice a month, oftener if necessary. When advisable on ac- 
count of the distance from regimental headquarters of some 
posts of a regiment, or for other reasons, such as an unex- 
pected gain by local enlistments, the telegraph may be used. 

“6. It is the policy of the Department to develop recruit- 
ing at military posts, and the plan outlined in paragraphs 4 
and 5 is designed to supplement post enlistments, not to su- 
persede them, nor to diminish their number. Post command- 
ers will cause constant efforts to be made in the manner In- 
dicated in Paragraph 4, Circular Letter, March 18, 1896, to 
increase the number of enlistments of desirable men at 
their respective posts, and regimental commanders will not 


call upon recruiting officers at city stations to supply va- 
cancies which can be filled by local enlistments. 

“7. The recrul ng officers in the places named below will, 
after Oct. 1 next, also make enlistments for regiments other 
than their own, as indicated op te the name of each sta- 
tion, to fill actual vacancies, of which they may be notified 
by their respective regimental commanders. Paragraphs 4, 
5 and 6 will govern in the matter of such enlistments in all 
respects in which they are applicable.

“Ordinarily Suecen for special assignments of such re- 
cruits will not made until after their arrival at rendez- 
vous, but applicants at a station desiring paigomens to or- 
ganizations at posts in an opposite direction from the ren- 
dezvous indicated, or materially away from the line of 
travel thereto, will be held at the recruiting station to await 
the decision in their case. Orders for the disposition of re- 
cruits of general assignment will be given upon the receipt 
at this office of the rendezvous tri-monthly reports upon 
which they are borne. Instructions in cases of those who 
desire special assignment will be given upon receipt of the 
individual application. 

*®. Recruits available for general assignment are distrib- 
uted to organizations shown by the latest returns to be in 
most need thereof. As a rule, it is not necessary to forward 
applications for recruits to this office; but In case of emer- 
gency, or when an unusual number of vacancies may have 
occurred in a regiment, or at a post since the latest returns 
rendered to this office, special reports will be made to the 
Adjutant General, indicating the whole number of such va- 
cancies and what portion thereof is not likely to be pro- 
vided for under existing instructions by local enlistment, or 
by a recruiting officer at a city station.

Now to say that citizen soldiers are professional in their 
methods is really to pay them the very highest compli- 
ment. The nearer the militia come to regular Army 
methods, the better it is for them. The more militia 
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methods approximate to those of Uncle Sam’s men the 
greater will be the security of the State, in time of trou- 
ble of all sorts.—New York Evening Sun. 
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The papers have had much to say concerning mysteri- 
ous proceedings near Spotswood, N. J., where there were 
evident indications of an intention on the part of some 
large concern, having plenty of money to build a manu- 
facturing establishment there. We are now informed 
that the parties in interest are the Rhenish Westphalian 
Explosive Company, of Cologne, Germany, who proposed 
to start a factory in this country in retaliation for the 
introduction of American powders in Germany. After 
expending $20,000 the company stopped work, having 
come to the terms with their rivals. The exact terms 
upon which the German company had been induced to 
give up operations is not known. A member of the Ditt- 
mar Gunpowder Company, which belongs to the Trust, 
is given as authority for the statement that the Ger- 
mans had agreed to stop the manufacture of gunpowder 
here upon the consideration that the American Trust 
would withdraw from German territory. The Rhenish 
Westphalian Company was to have the privilege to sell 
here their percussion caps, used in exploding dynamite. 
He said that he did not know that the works at Spots- 
wood would be abandoned, but had supposed that the 
manufacture of caps would be carried on.

Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, has done a good work in compiling, from their 
messages, the expressions of the different Presidents in 
favor of the maintenance of a proper navy. All the 
Presidents were intelligently impressed by this need. 
Jefferson, however, kept the Navy as well-as the Army, 
small, and Madison, until the eve of the War of 1812, 
made no material departure from the Jeffersonian policy. 
Unquestionably the short-sightedness of both these Pres- 
idents in those particulars was responsible for many of 
the insults and injuries heaped upon the United States 
by England and France, especially by the former, during 
the eight or nine years immediately preceding the War 
of 1812, and for most of the reverses which befell the 
country on land and sea in that conflict. The war, how- 
ever, taught Madison a lesson as to the folly and wick- 
edness of neglecting the country’s defences, and in the 
latter part of his service he dropped his prejudices and 
provincialism and adopted a sanely rational view on the 
question of an adequate army and navy. The interior 
States feel no need of a navy or of seacoast defences, as 
do those upon the coast, but as long as passion and self- 
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preserve the peace, so long will our country need an 
army, a navy and strong seacoast defences to avert war 
and protect us from the aggressions of powerful nations 
across the sea.

A very interesting report has just been received at the 
War Department from the Superintendent of the Yel- 
lowstone National Park. It is stated that bears are be- 
coming so numerous as to be not only a nuisance but a 
real menace in the nation’s great reserve. These un- 
tamed monsters range the forests and mountains of the 
Yellowstone region in increasing numbers. They come 
down from their retreats in droves and at times as many 
as a dozen can be seen feeding at a single refuse heap 
near a hotel at the settlements. It recommended the 
thinning out of both bears and coyotes, for which duty 
many sportsmen, both in and out of the Army, would 
like to be detailed. That vast wilderness, which once 
sheltered large bands of roving Indians, many buffalo 
and whose only civilized inhabitant was the dauntless 
trapper or pioneer, is again being peopled, it would seem, 
with many of its original occupants, due entirely to the 
wise protection afforded by the National Government 
through the cavalry troops which form its garrison.

High authority confirms the statement of the “Army 
and Navy Journal” that Secretary of War Alger will 
recommend to Congress that two regiments of artillery 
be added to the Army. The necessity of this addition 
will be pointed out in strong terms in the Secretary's 
forthcoming report. Secretary Alger has devoted much 
attention to the needs of the Army. He has especially 
interested himself in the personnel question and he be- 
lieves that an increase of the service is the best way of 
relieving stagnation in promotion in the artillery arm. 
Besides the Secretary realizes that a large number of 
guns are being placed behind costly fortifications and he 
thinks it is as little as Congress can do to preserve the 
guns and fortifications constructed by its authority and 
in accordance with appropriations which it has made. 
In his annual report to the Secretary, it is expected that 
Brig. Gen. Wilson, Chief of Engineers, will call attention 
to the necessity of increasing the number of officers of 
his corps, and it is possible that General Alger may in- 
clude in his report a recommendation that the sugges- 
tions made by Brig. Gen. Wilson be adopted. The Sec- 
retary’s first attention will be given, however, to the sub- 
ject of an increase of the artillery force and it is this 
recommendation which he will particularly urge Con- 
gress to adopt. The bill submitted to Congress by Sec 
retary Lamont is favorably regarded by Secretary Alger, 
and in case it should be referred to him for endorsement, 
he will probably approve it. The benefits arising from 
an increase of the artillery arm were pointed out in the 
“Journal” at the time the Lamont bill was submitted to 
Congress by the War Department. Another matter to 
which attention will be paid in the Secretary’s report will! 
be that of fortifications. The Secretary will urge the 
continuance of large appropriations for coast defense 
purposes and will point out the result of the liberal 
policy pursued for the past few years.

The President has awarded a medal of honor to Capt. 
Charles A. Varnum, 7th Cav., University of Wyoming, 
Laramie, Wyo. At White Clay Creek, S. D., Dec. 30, 
1890, this officer was in command of Troop B and part 
of Troop E, 7th Cav., the regiment then retiring by de- 
tachments before a superior force of hostile Indians. 
While executing an order to withdraw, Capt. Varnum 
saw that a continuance of the movement would result in 
exposure of another troop of his regiment to being cut 
off and surrounded. Disregarding orders to retire, he 
placed himself in front of his men, led a charge upon 
the advancing Indians, regained a commanding position 
that had just been vacated, and thus insured the safe 
withdrawal of both detachments without further loss, 
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WERDB THE SUCCESSFUL GENERALS LOW IN 
CLASS STANDING? 

In James Grant Wilson’s Life of General Grant, of 
the Great Commander Series, recently published by Ap- 
pleton, the author asks (pp. 43 and 44): “What was the 
West Point standing of many of our most illustrious 
soldiers, several of whom may safely be included among 
the great commanders of our nearly completed century?” 
Then follows a list of eleven names with the class stand- 
ing, not necessary to repeat here, as they will be found 
in a table further on. 

Then it is stated: “From these examples, that might 
be indefinitely extended among the thirty-six hundred 
and ninety graduates of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, it will be seen that most of those mentioned who 
won renown on many a doubtful day approximated more 
losely to the foot than to the head of their classes. Of 
course, it has occasionally happened that the honor men, 
like Halleck and McClellan, of the Armies of the North, 
and like the Confederate leaders, Joseph E. Johnston 
and Robert E. Lee, attained to high rank and renown, 
hut more generally fortune has favored the less brilliant 
cadets of the Academy.” This has been a favorite idea 
with the newspaper paragraphers ever since the war, and 
owing to the fondness of Americans for paradox has no 
doubt been accepted by the unthinking many. One 
would not expect, however, to meet it in a book that 
pretends to be sober history and it therefore seems well 
'o examine this question in order to ascertain what basis 
of truth there may be in such an assertion. 

Let us arrange the names mentioned in a tabulated 
form, for purposes of comparison, thus:

Column 1 shows the class standing, column 2 the num- 
ber in the class and column 3 the class standing com- 
puted on the basis of 48, the mean number. Examining 


these figures we see that the average class standihg is 
26 in a class of 48, or only 2 below the middle of the 
class, showing again no very marked approximation to- 
ward the foot. Taking first the eleven selected cases of 
Gen. Wilson, we find that of this number 6 were below 
and 5—marked with an asterisk—above the middle of the 
class, not a very marked preponderance toward the foot 
of ‘the class. 

It is difficult to see on what principle of exclusion the 
four names of honor men, as Gen. Wilson calls them, 
were omitted from the list—unless their insertion would 
spoil his theory—as these cases seem to be no more ex- 
ceptional than that of Gen. Pickett. Adding these names 
to the table, we find the number above the middle 9 out 
of 15, and that the average class standing is 21, or 3 
above the middle. 

The qualities that go to the make-up of a successful 
man, particularly of a successful General on the field of 
battle, are many, for which there is absolutely no acad- 
emic test whatever. All that can be contended for is 
that a student who attains high class rank must possess 
certain qualities; good health, or he will break down 
under the strain; continuity of purpose, or the persever- 
ance that never relaxes its efforts for the entire .four 
years, and some intellectual ability, for no amount of 
study will supply any marked deficiency of native men- 
tal capacity. These qualities, health, perseverance and 
intellect, which for convenience may be called the schol- 
arly virtues, may not all be possessed by every successful 
scholar in anything like the same degree, but in dealing 
with social aggregates we can only deal in generalities. 
Now the possession of these qualities, even in an emi- 
nent degree, does not by any means insure success, or 
even prevent failure, in life, but they are qualities that 
in ‘the aggregate make for success and must count for 
something. If they had absolutely no effect whatever 
on success in life and the successful man was as liable 
to be the foot as the head of the class, the theory of prob- 
abilities tells us that if a sufficiently large number of 
successful men be taken ‘the average class standing 
would be exactly at the middle of the class, but if the 
scholarly virtues count for something, however little, 
then we should expect to find that the average would 
tend slightly toward the head, and that is just what we 
do find above. The list might be extended by adding 
McPherson and Schofield, which would send the aver- 
age up slightly, or Custer, whose academic record would 
send it down again, but it is not believed that the re- 
sult would be greatly different, even were the list large- 
ly extended. Of course, too much weight should not 
be given to numerical computations of this kind, as they 
are only rough approximations, and proper weight is not 
given to varying degrees of success, for certainly the 
suecess of a Grant or a Lee should count for more than 
that of less conspicuous soldiers,: but just how much 
more it would be impossible 'to determine. But we think 
enough has been shown to demonstrate the fallacy of 
Gen. Wilson’s statement that “fortune has favored the 
less brilliant cadets.”’ Certainly if fortune did this high- 
er education would be a great mistake and only the rudi- 
ments should be taught, for we doubt whether the most 
radical adherent of the theory that scholarship unfits a 
man for success, would claim absolute illiteracy as the 
best preparation for a successful General. To conclude, 
then, let the better scholars, as a reward of their ap- 
plication, have the satisfaction of knowing that the 
chances of success are somewhat in their favor, while 
the less brilliant may certainly derive comfort from the 
reflection that the chances against them are not sufficient 
to be at all discouraging. And, after all, is not this the 
best possible balancing of possibilities.

Lieut. G. N. Whistler, 5th Artillery, contributes to 
“Arms and Explosives” an article in support of the con- 
tention by Lieut. E. St. John Greble, 2d Artillery, that 
the coefficient 27.68 used in the formula for density of 
loading was incorrect. Lieut. Whistler says, with hum- 
ble contrition: “By one of those peculiar manifestations 
of mental persistency, whereby a large number of able 
minds will fail to discover a fallacy, in consequence of 
following a line of thought established by those whom 
they consider to be authorities upon the subject, every- 
one to whom he referred the matter, myself included, 
refused to accept his reasoning. The object of this paper 
is to demonstrate that Lieut. Greble was entirely correct 
in his deductions, and that the proper coefficient should 
be 27.70 and not 27.68 as now used.” After a mathe- 
matical demonstration of the correctness of Lieut. Gre- 
ble’s conclusions, Lieut. Whistler says: 

“As all our modern guns are constructed of steel, the 
computation necessary to determine the proper coefficient 
is very simple. Let us consider a gun at 32° Fahr., and 
let W Ibs. of powder be exactly sufficient to load it at unit 
density of loading. Then, as 1 ID of powder must oc- 
cupy 27.68 cubic inches at unit density of loading, it is 
manifest that when the gun is at 32° Fahr. we will have 
C = 27.68 W cubic inches. If we now compute the ex- 
pansion of the chamber from 32° Fahr. to 62° Fahr., re- 
membering that a steel rod 1,000 feet long will expand 
0.00763 inches for every degree of temperature Fabr., 
we find that the volume of the chamber at 62° Fahr. 
will be 27.70 W cubic inches. Therefore, in order to in- 
sure that each pound of powder will exactly occupy 
27.68 cubic inches when the gun is at 32° Fahr., we 
must load it so that each pound will occupy 27.70 cubic 
inches when the gun is at 62° Fahr. If we measure a 
steel gun with a steel scale, American standard, the scale 
being at the temperature of the gun, and then load so 
that one pound of powder will occupy 27.70 cubic inches 
scale measure, we are insured that at 62° Fahr. a pound 
of powder will exactly occupy 27.70 cubic inches; and, 
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therefore, that when the gun is at 32° Fahr., each pound 
will occupy exactly 27.68 cubic inches, and that the den- 
sity of loading will compare exactly with that of a 
French gun loaded so that one gramme of powder will 
eccupy one cubic centimeter of space. Therefore, 27.70, 
instead of 27.68, is the proper coefficient for Formula 2, 
which should read: 
_ 27.70 

Of course, the slight difference of 0.02 is of no prac- 
tical importance; and my object is merely to present the 
theoretical side of the question, as there is no reason 
why we should not be theoretically right in this matter. 
So far as I know, Lieutenant Greble is entitled to the 
credit of having detected this error in our method of 
computation,” 
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The “Militar Wochenblatt” instances the recent disas- 
ter at Gerolstein to a train packed with reservists, as 
showing the advisability of instructing all soldiers in 
what is known as “first aid.” “How much suffering 
might have been spared,” says that journal, “had the re- 
servists in the train previously received that instruction 
which would have enabled them to give practical help on 
the spot to the injured.” After the Gerolstein disaster 
an order was indeed issued that in future troops trav- 
eling by rail were to be accompanied by medical officers. 
This is all very well, observes the “Militar Wochenblatt,” 
but who is to guarantee that the doctor’s carriage will 
not suffer in a collision like any other? But even had 
there been doctors on the Gerolstein train, they could not 
have done much more for the moment than is comprised 
in first aid. It supposes the case of troops in a defensive 
position. The fight is in full swing, the enemy has ap- 
proached to 800 metres, and a hail of bullets is falling on 
the position. The nerves of all are strung up to the 
highest tension, and their attention is wholly. concen- 
trated on the enemy, at whom every man who can hold a 
rifle must fire. At such a crisis, aid to the wounded is 
out of the question. But soon the firing on both sides 
grows weaker, and there is a lull in the storm, due, per- 
haps, to want of ammunition or heavy losses, or other 
causes. Then a man can see to his wounded comrade, 
and set a broken limb, or save him from bleeding to death 
by a tourniquet on arm or leg. When a line is sweep- 
ing forward to the attack, the wounded must be left 
where they have fallen. But as the advancing line leaves 
them behind, the reserves are coming up, and these latter 
have a few moments to spare before they, too, are called 
on to join the firing line. Short as are these moments, 
they are sufficient to enable first aid and refreshment to 
be given to the wounded. Should some such steps as the 
foregoing be taken, it is argued that a good effect will 
be produced upon the morale of troops in action, for each 
- will know that should he be wounded, he will not be 
ABandoned to his fate where he fell. 
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Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles has, says a Berlin dispatch 
of Sept. 1, been resting here for a few days from the 
fatigues of his Russian trip, though, to be sure, he has 
been busy enough all the time inspecting this and ex- 
amining that. The General was especially invited to 
the parade of the Corps of Guards by the Bmperor, who 
sent the American commander two horses for the use of 
himself and his adjutant, Capt. Maus, and an aide from 
the staff. During the parade the General was presented 
to the Emperor and the Empress. He also received an 
invitation to the great military dinner in the evening at 
the royal palace. Gen. Miles expressed himself as de- 
lighted with his trip to Russia and with his cordial re- 
ception by the Czar and the high military authorities. 
He had the pleasure of a long talk with the Russian 
monarch, whom he describes as a serious, modest young 
man, who seems more desirous of learning than of ex- 
pressing his own opinions. He is well informed on a 
gteat variety of subjects, and is through and through a 
student. The subject which seems to lie closest to the 
Czar’s heart is the great Siberian Railway. Gen. Miles 
fully appreciates the fact that no American officer had 
such a favorable opportunity to compare the élite of 
the British, Russian, German and French armies as is 
being offered him on this trip of his. For the conduct 
of the English troops at Aldershot the General ex- 
pressed the most profound respect, which contrasted 
strangely with the almost contemptuous manner in which 
German officers are too apt to speak of Tommy Atkins 
and his powers, 
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A subject which is and has been for some time past of 
great interest to the people of Utah is the opening of the 
Uintah and Uncompahgre Indian reservations. These 
reservations contain some of the richest mineral lands in 
the United States. Among other mineral products yield- 
ed by these lands are the vast quantities of Gilsonite to 
be found there. Experiments have been made by the 
Navy Department to see if it can be used for coating the 
bottoms of vessels. It is a species of very pure asphalt- 
um and is used in the manufacture of varnishes. It is 
not alone used for the manufacture of this article, but 
also for making various kinds of insulating compounds, 
It has also been used very successfully for coating ship 
bottoms and pilings which are subject to the inroads of 
teredo and other salt water insects. As we have already 
stated, Mr. George H. Eldredge, of the United States 
Geological Survey, went to Utah last year in regard to 
the use of Gilsonite for coating the bottoms of the ves- 
sels in the United States Navy with varnish made from 
Gilsonite. Gilsonite forms a very hard varnish and it 
would undoubtedly prove very effective in keeping off 
barnacles and other sea growth that cling to the bottoms 
of steel and iron ships.

All 
these officers through whose hands the request passed 
and repassed, it has been learned, indorsed the applica- 
tion favorably. Comme. Bunce was not alone in calling 
uttention to the fact that the system was at fault, and 
that the officer was efficient and zealous, but argument 
and appeal for an aggrieved man to have an opportunity 
of setting himself right if he could were alike unavail- 
hin.

Under C hapter I of the Regulations of the 
Navy Department, 1896, paragraph 6, reads: “The duties 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks shall comprise all 
that relates to the construction and maintenance of all 
decks, including dry docks, slips, wharves, piers, quay 
walls, and buildings of all , within the limits of 
navy yards.” C hapte r XXVII, Section 8, speaking of 
the duties of the Civil Engineer, ‘nays: “He shall have 
control of all civil engineering work, including such re- 
pairs and improvements as would ordinarily require the 
services of an engineer, and shall be held responsible for 
the peapar performance of the same.” 

Phe regulations are law, adopted by Congress and ap- 
| Medes y i the President, and according to Section 1547, 
of the Revised Statutes, are ‘subject to alterations adopt- 
ed co the same manner.” The regulations as laid down 
hi ive been set aside by the order of the Assistant Secre- 
vey, Simply sent as an order and not issued as an amend- 
ment to the regulations, and if the quoted decision of 
the Court of Claims will stand, it would seem that some 
one had gone just a litth beyond the authority of even 
a bigh offiee.

OUR TORPEDO BOAT FLOTILLA. 


Acting Secretary Roosevelt has made publie the com- 
prehensive plan adopted by the Department under which 
the torpedo boat flotilla will be maneuvered. Lieut. 
Comdr, . We Kimball who will command the flotilla. 
hes been given instructions of the widest possible lati- 
tide, Five torpedo boats—the Foote, which will be 
Lieut. Comdr. Kimball's flagboat, Ericsson, Dupont, Por- 
ter and Cushing, will assemble at New York on Oct. 1, 
ond will leave immediately after assembling on a_ trip 
down the coast. The ships will put into ports, where 
they will remain for a week or so and will ascertain 
what places they ¢ an enter which are too shallow for a 
man-of-war, Comdr, Kimball is directed to find out the 
kine of torpedo oa tacties which will be valuable in 
such ports, At the beginning the maneuvers will be of 
the simplest character and much time will be devoted to 
testing search curves, that is the curve which should be 
followed in order to intercept a vessel steaming in a 
eertain direction which it is desired to attack or meet. 
He will test the boats in all sorts of weather in order to 
fine out wherein they are defective and no surprise will 
he felt by the Department if some of the ships sustain 
secidents. Attention is called to the faet that three 
torpedo boat destroyers of the British Navy reeently 
started for a foreign station, but were compelled = to 
return on account of mishaps. The commanding officers 
of the boats are to be trained both in handling their ves- 
sel and in firing torpedoes under service conditions—an 
exercise which they have never had in their present com- 
mands. They will practice attacking at night, meeting 
st rendezvouses and wiil exercise as a flotilla so as to 
he able to maneuver together. They will thus work their 
way down the coast, Upon arrival at Savannah, Ga., 
they will be inspected by Acting Secretary Roosevelt. 
They will reach Galveston, Tex., about the latter part 
of the winter, and after remaining in that port, will start 
on a voyage up the Mississippi.

The New York Navy Yard is now being cleaned up, 
hundreds of tons of rubbish being hauled away eaca 
week, and the real size of the yard is now more apparent 
than ever before. 

Fully fifty cottages could be built in this Navy Yard 
without encroaching on room needed for other purposes.

THE ALLIANCE OF FRANCE AND RUSSLA. 


(From the Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette.) 

The triumphant return of President Faure to Paris 
with the Russian Alliance signed and proclaimed by the 
mouth of the Czar himself in his pocket, 
the very highest importance for France and for Europe. 
It puts an end to uncertainty, and it gives the nations, 
as well as the governments, solid assurance of a fact. 





The German journals pretend to minimize it, but their 


efforts are labored and ill-conceal their anxiety. The 
French people are naturally jubilant and triumphant. 
One writer goes so far as to say that France already 
clasps the lost sisters beyond the Vosges. France has 
every reason to be gratified, for the young Emperor Nich- 
olas, the center of intrigues and rival influence combat- 
ing on this very question, has himself spoken the irre- 
vocable word, and France knows now that for at least a 
defensive war she can count on the powerful co-operation 
of Russia. Divesting one’s self for the moment of all 
personal calculation as to the effect this alliance may 
have on our position and interests, it is impossible for 
any intelligent and cultured Englishman not to feel a 
movement of sincere sympathy with, and a hearty desire 
to offer congratulations to France on the achievement 
which definitely places her on a footing of equality with 
the Triple Alhanee. The black cloud which enveloped 
the fortunes of France twenty-seven years ago may have 
been attracted to a clear sky by the blunders of the gov- 
ernment, but the consequences of that catastrophe must 
not be deemed all evil when it seems to have created a 
new France, more imposing and more entitled to respect 
than the old. No people in modern times have passed 
through a more trying ordeal than the French in 1870; 
ho hation ever rose more promptly or more completely 
from the dust of discomfiture than they have, and now 
finally the French are justified in thinking that all their 
sacrifices and all their suffering have produced a_re- 
sult of which they may feel satisfied and proud. In every 
country except Germany, and possibly Turkey—for the 
revival of French confidence must bring with it an in- 
creased desire to play the part worthy of France in set- 
tling the Bastern Question—the successful outcome of 
President Faure’s journey to St. Petersburg will be re- 
ceived with pleasure. England, above all, is unaffectedly 
glad at the result, and we suspect that even in Austria 
and Italy there is an undercurrent of satisfaction at 
what can only be regarded as a rude rebuff for the would- 
be arbiter of Europe’s destinies, the Emperor William. 
In another month the period will have commenced when 
the bulk of the Russian army could not be moved till 
the spring, and at that moment, too, the cadres of the 
French army will be at their lowest strength with one- 
third of untrained men. Then will Come the moment of 
gravest peril, It may, and probably will, pass off tran 
quilly, but the prospect this year is more serious than 
ever in the past. Germany can never feel safe between 
a powerful Russia and an aroused France both agreed 
to oppose her, She must even begin to doubt the abso- 
lute security of her hold on her own allies, who, after 
all, have no great interest in quarrelling with France. 
As those convictions gain the upper hand at Berlin, the 
risk will increase of Germany deciding to provoke war 
and to gain striking successes over France before Russia 
could move on the Vistula. This is no visionary sug- 
gestion, but it will be settled not in the Chancelleries, 
but in the library of the Berlin headquarters staff on 
the scientific professional estimate of the comparative 
strength of the armies of the two States.

The Navy Department has adopted the Obry steering 
gear for torpedoes. The adoption of the gear by the De- 
partment is the result of its exhaustive test by a board 
of officers especially assembled for the purpose. This 
board consisted of Lieut. Comdr. T. C. MeLean, Lieut. 
H. ©. Rittenhouse, Lieut. F. F. Fleteher, and Lieut. 
H. C. Poundstone, and the tests were conducted at Sag 
Harbor, N. Y. The Obry gear is the invention of an 
Austrian and was submitted to the Department some 
months ago for trial It is deseribed as a freely sus- 
pended gyroscope, which is placed in the after body of 
the torpedo and is given an inypulse by spring attach 
ment at the moment the torpedo is fired. By means of a 
stud on the frame of the gyroscope, the valve of a Sero 
motor is made to give an impulse to a set of vertical 
rudders. Any tendency of the torpedo to deviate from 
the line in which it was fired is resisted by the action of 
the gyroscope through the Sero motor and vertical rud- 
ders. The torpedo in this way is made to preserve the 
line in which it was fired. The maximum of revolutions 
obtained by this instrument is 9.500 and the maximum 
time of operation is eleven minutes. It has a good steer- 
ing effect for five minutes, which is longer than a tor- 
pedo has air to run.

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SPLENDID ACT OF AN ARTILLERY OFFICER. 

The following account of a remarkable piece of pluck 
on the part of a young artillery officer was sent to the

It has just leaked out that Lieut. H. S. de Brett, of 
No. 6 Bombay Mountain Battery, who was the young of- 
ficer who took out two companies of infantry, with am- 
munition, for the relief of the Maizar escort, on June 10, 
performed a brave deed, which will probably be consid- 
ered unique in the annals of his distinguished regiment, 
When he reached the column he found only one service- 
able gun and no sponges. The enemy were closely press- 
ing our men, He personally loaded the first three or four 
rounds, ramming the charges home with a Sepoy’s Mar- 
tini-Henry rifle. There was no means of sponging out 
between the rounds. Lieut. de Brett would not allow 
any of his men to perform this duty. All gunners will 
understand the imminent peril incurred by this gallant 
young officer in thus loading and ramming home a muz- 
zie-loading gun. Ultimately the difficulty and danger 
of not sponging out was got over by using a sowar's 
lance with a puggaree wrapped round it. The gallantry 
of this deed has only been equalled by the modesty of 
the performer, who until questioned said nothing about 
it.

The Kaiser is credited with having invented a new 
war machine, called a battle-line destroyer.

THE GERMAN IMPERIAL PARADE. 


Homberg, Sept. 5, 1897. 
The great imperial review and parade of the XI. Army 
Corps of the German Army took place yesterday fore- 


noon and was a splendid pageant. The troops were 
formed in two lines, the infantry in the first line and the 
cavalry and artillery in the second line, all under the 
command of Gen. von Wettich, the Adjutant General 
of the German Emperor and also Commander of the 
11th Corps. 

The formation was completed by 9.30 o'clock, and 
promptly at 10 o'clock the German Emperor made his 
appearance on the right and front of the right wing of 
the command. He was accompanied by the Kings of 
lialy, Saxony and Wiirtemberg, the Empress of Ger- 
many and the Grand Duchess of Hesse, both mounted 
and dressed as near as possible in the uniforms of the 
regiments respectively of which they are chiefs; the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, the Prince Regent of Brunswick, 
the Duke of Cambrid, e, the remaining princely guests 
of the Emperor and the higher officers who were spe- 
cially invited for the occasion. The Queen of Italy, ac- 
companied by the Empress Frederick followed in a car- 
riage. The foreign military officers and the body guards 
of the Emperor and of the Empress brought up the rear. 

The Emperor with his splendid retinue rode down the 
front of the first line and up the second line, and then 
back to the right flank to the reviewing stand, As he 
approached each brigade arms were presented, and the 
bands struck up the national hymn. In passing in re- 
view the infantry marched by company fronts with 
shortened intervals between companies. The cavalry 
by squadron fronts marched past in a trot, the first regi- 
ment, the 13th Hussars, being led by its Colonel, King 
Humbert of Italy, who passed the Emperor amidst the 
shouts of approbation of the vast throng of spectators. 
The artillery and the trains came next, the former in 
battery fronts and the latter in company fronts. When 
passing the reviewing officer the second time, the in- 
fantry marched in columns of regiments and the mounted 
troops came past in a gallop. 

At 1 o'clock the review was at an end and the Em- 
peror shook hands with the Commanding General and 
congratulated him upon the handsome appearance of 
his corps. 

In the evening a grand state dinner was given by the 
Emperor at which all the royal personages and princes 
were present, as well as all the foreign officers. The 
Emperor made one of his characteristic after-dinner 
speeches, which I presume the New York papers pub- 
lished in their outer morning editions. Its whole pur- 
pose as well as that of the reply by the King of Italy 
seems to be to remind the French during their present 
jollification over the Russian Alliance that the Triple 
Alliance is still in existence and on a firmer basis than 
ever, 

To-morrow the troops will be at their work in the field. 
The bicycle detachments will have a fine opportunity to 
demonstrate their usefulness under the most trying con- 
ditions. The weather promises to be stormy with much 
rain. 

Concerning the Niiremberg review, it should be said 
that a chasseur battalion of the Bavarian Army was ac- 
companied by their war dogs; their appearance created 
much interest. How these dogs can be utilized in the 
present maneuvers is a question hard to answer.

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EXPANDING BULLETS. 


“Arms and Explosives” for September says: 





“Lt will be seen from the list of patent applications in 
another part of our issue that Captain Bertie Clay, the 
superintendent of the Dum-Dum ammunition factory, 
has taken out a patent for his expanding bullet, of which 
we heard so much some months ago. We understand, 
however, that the military authorities have expressed a 
disinclination to adopt his bullet, and he has therefore 
protected his interests in the possibility that some one 
else will prove more appreciative of the results of his 
work. Woolwich has not, however, been idle in the mat- 
ter, and it has arrived at its own design for an expand- 
ing bullet suitable for the Lee-Metford rifle. This bullet 
has exactly the same form as the ordinary Lee-Metford, 
so far as the base is concerned. This is a distinet ad- 
vantage, insofar that exposed lead at the base permits 
the gases to act directly on the core, which, being plastic 
under high pressures, expands and causes the projectile 
to fill up into the bore and make a gas-tight connection, 
This flow of the lead may, of course, be carried too far, 
and lead to its injection through the nose of the bullet, if 
the jacket is cut away there. One way of getting over 
this difficulty is to use compo of special hardness, so 
that the canelure at the base will be sufficient to 
strengthen it against being driven forward. <A further 
precaution against this form of accident is the plan of 
soldering the lead core to the inside of the jacket. Wool- 
wich, however, does not pin its faith to either of these 
remedies, It makes a hole in the point of the bullet 
about one-tenth of an inch in diameter, and fits a small 
nickel cup into the recess so formed, thus preserving 
the continuity of the envelope. The edges of the jacket 
are then turned over the edges of the cup, and the bullet 
presents an appearance in all respects similar to that of 
the present issue except that the nickel jacket appears to 
be depressed in the form of a hole at the point. Captain 
Bertie Clay's bullet is similar to the service bullet, ex- 
cept that the extreme point of the nickel jacket is re- 
moved, and the lead is worked over it so as partly to 
surround its edge. The tendency for the lead to be 
driven through the jacket is overcome by having a larger 
turnover at the base, and the use of a very small ex- 
posure of the lead at the nose. Other nations are exer- 
cising themselves on this same question, and the report 
of the American Chief of Ordnance for last year is a 
case in point. They have been experimenting with a 
type of expanding bullet submitted to their notice, and 
the results of the trials appear to show that the expand- 
ing action is somewhat variable and uncertain in differ- 
ent ranges when passing through flesh, and also that it 
is not much better in bone. While admitting in this 
report that the bullet submitted is an improvement in 
this respect on the ordinary type, they vigorously con- 
demn it on the ground of its inaccuracy, which com- 
mences to come into evidence at the 500 yards range, 
and increases in a very serious degree beyond this dis- 
tance.”

THE STATE TROOPS. 


CREEDMOOR RIFLE CONTESTS. 


The annual rifle contests of the ew York National 
Guard held at Creedmoor rifle range on t. 15, 16 and 
17, proved a east surprise inasmuch as " e representa- 
tives of the 12th Regiment carried off three out of the 
four contests they were eligible to enter, ary both 
the team and individual championships—and by a liberal 
margin—besides making the st scores in the history 
of military rifle shooting in the State. It was a most 
brilliant achievement, and Col. Butts’s command cannot 
be too highly praised for it. The cry of a few dis- 
gruntled persons that the 12th had some professionals 
on its team is almost too absurd to notice. It is true that 
the 12th had two ex-members of the regular Army on 
its team who have been regularly enlisted in its ranks 
for some years, but this is to their credit, as the nearer 
the guardsmen get to the regulars the better for them, 
and it should be the aim of all military organizations to 
become as much “professional” as possible, and any com- 
mand that can do this the more valuable and reliable 
it will become. All other organizations have the same 
opportunity of securing and developing phenomenal shots 
as the 12th has, and if they do not do so they only have 
themselves to blame. The State match which was won 
this year by the team from the 12th Regiment with the 
record-breaking score of 1,051 points out of a possible 
1,200 (and with the handsome margin of 50 points), has 
been competed for for 25 years. During this period 
it has been won eight times by the 23d S astment, six 
times by the 7th Regiment, three by the 12th Regiment, 
three by the 20th Separate Co., two by the 22d Regi- 
ment, and once each by the 14th and 49th Regiments 
and the 35th Battalion. It is noticeable, however, that 
each time the 12th has won the match it makes a best on 
record. The contest for the lst Brigade Trophy was 
won by the 12th Regiment team this year on a score of 
1,019 points, which is 17 points to the better of their 
nearest competitor, the 7th Regiment team, but 15 points 
behind the score of the latter organization, who won the 
match last year with 1,034 points, which is still the 
record in this match. The 7th, out of the twenty- -five 
contests for the Ist Brigade match has won sixteen of 
them, the 12th has won six, the 71st has won two, and 
the 22d Regiment one. 

The 2d Brigade contest was won this year by the 23d 
Regiment team with the best score ever made in this 
match, viz., 989 points out of a possible 1,200. The 
23d Regiment has won the match twenty-three times out 
of twenty-five competitions, the 14th Regiment having 
won the other two. In the skirmish match for the Gov- 
ernor’s Cup, over distances from 600 to 200 yards, Ord. 
Sergt. John Corrie, of the 12th Regiment was the winner, 
with the phenome ‘nal score of 95 out of a possible 100 
points, the best on record in the match. This is the third 
time that Sergt. Corrie has won the cup. The success- 
ful man can only hold the cup for one year, and it seems 
to us that the conditions of the match should include a 
medal to the winner, in order that he may have some 
memento of his prowess. The Adjutant General’s match 
was again won this year by the team from the 13th Sep- 
arate Company, of Jamestown, on a score of 129 points 
out of a possible 210, much behind their score of last 
year, which was due to the worst mirage ever seen on 
the range of Creedmoor. 

Full scores at 500 yards were made by Pvt. Egan of 
ihe 12th, Capt. Murphy of the 22d, Sergt. Findlay of the 
23d and Pvt. Kerr of the 69th Regime nt, during the 
State match. ‘The highest individual seore during all 
the team shooting was made by Sergt. W. Lamb, of the 
12th, viz., 9% out of a possible 100. The rifle team of the 
69th deserve great credit for entering the contests and 
the work they accomplished. The regiment is without 
any means whatsoever for indoor rifle practice, and their 
interest in rifle shooting stands out in marked contrast 
with that of several regiments provided with fine armor- 
ies and rifle ranges who were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. Despite these advantages it is said that the 
absent ones were really afraid the 69th Regiment team 
would beat them and were absent accordingly. Gen. 
Wm. M. Kirby, General Inspector of Rifle Practice, as- 
sisted by Maj. N. B. Thurston, of the 22d Regiment, 
superintended the contests, which were most ably 
managed.

ENGLAND'S ARMY IN INDIA, 

The strength of the European Army in India at the 
present moment is 74,040, of whom 70,563 are non-com- 
missioned officers and privates. The cavalry amounts to 
5,079, Royal Artillery 13,319, Royal Engineers 273, and 
infantry 53,740. Of the non-commissioned officers and 
men, 44,214 are quartered in Bengal, 13,481 in Madras, 
and 12,868 in Bombay. The artillery consists of 88 bat- 


teries. The native army, including European officers, is 
145,000. Of this number 4,531 are artillery, 23,230 cav- 


> 


alry, 3,826 sappers and miners, and 113,813 infantry. 
The total of native officers and privates is 144,071. Of 
the latter 83,671 are in the Bengal command, 31,929 in 
the Madras, and 28,471 in the Bombay. In addition to 
the European and native army there are 17,000 imperial 
service troops, with two batteries of mountain artillery. 
This gives a grand total of nearly 237.000 men, exclusive 
of the volunteer force, which includes 11 corps of cavalry, 
6 of artillery, 2 of engineers, 8 of mounted rifles, and 53 
of infantry. 

The weak spot in the native army is the small number 
of European officers, one to every hundred men. It is 
absolutely necessary for British officers to expose them- 
selves in leading native soldiers. Even the Goorkhas, 
who have never been known to waver or turn their backs 
on the foe, will not advance unless led by British officers. 
One can therefore imagine how soon, in a modern battle, 
the eight Puropean officers in a native battalion would 
be removed by death or wounds.
